U.S. shuttle in orbit 
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CAPE CANA\TERAL (AP) — Atlantis and us crew of nw Tailitary 
astronauts rocketed into orbii Friday on a secret mission that reportedly 
will deploy a powerful radar satellite to spy on the Soviet Union and guide 
the new Stealth bomber. The shuttle blasted away from its seaside launch 
pad at 9:31 a.m. (1431 GMT) — with just a minute to spare in the launch 
window — and etched a fiery path in the sky as it headed straight up on a 
northward path. On that course, the satellite to be released by the shuttle 
can fly over 80 per cent of the Soviet Union on its iniclligence-gaibcring 
mission. "A very clean ascent for Atlantis, there were no problems 
encountered on the way to orbit," said Brian Welch, the commentator at 
mission ronirol in Houston. The launch had been delayed 24 hours by 
swng winds along the shuttle's flight path. Strong, shifting winds eight 
kilometrn up also threatened Friday's liftoff, but weather balloon data 
read late in the countdown showed they were accepiaMe. There was doubt 
even at the 31-second mark, when offinals again slopped the clock briefly 
because of concern about weather at a trans-Atlantic landing site in Spain. 

Sources reponed the launch had been set for 7 a.m. (1200 GMT), but it 
was delayed because of a minor fuel leak and by the high winds.

NEW DELHI (R) — India and Pakistan Friday appeared to be playing 
down the significance of New Delhi's expulskm on spying charg es of 
Idamabad’s senior defence attache. Despite strong rhetoric, neither 
country seemed to want (he incident to sour relations as Benaair 
Bhutto became prime minister ui Islamabad and was warmly 
oongratulated by Indian leader Rajiv Gandhi. “We do not wish this 
incident in any way to cloud our reladonship with Pakistan,** said a 
Forugn Mmi^ry ^idcesman in New Drihi. “The manner in which the 
retaliation has taken place... shows they (Pakistan) want to achieve the 
same thing,'* he added. I^amabad responded to the expulsion of 
attache Brigadier Zahir UI Islam Abbasi Thursday by <gnding home 
two Indian envoys. India gave Abbasi and his assistant, M^riianunad 
Adiraf Khatib, 24 hours to leave the country after saying they had 
been cau^t red-handed bnying a secret defence document from an 
Indian contact. 


NATO tackles defence burden issue 


BRUSSELS (AP) — 'The NATO allies tackled the potentially dividve 
issue of how the cost of mainlaining the alliance should be shared and 
took decisions to improve the common dri'ence, oflidals sairf Friday. 
NATO defence ministers agned at the rod oi a two-day meting that 
**there are significant variations in the scale and nature of their 
contributioas** but the final statement added the oohenou between 
Euit^ and the United Slates remained “as firm as ever.** “It is clear 
tfab is not a matter of the United States versus the rest of (be ^liance, 
this is joint alliance effcfft,** said NATO Secretary-General Manfred 
Woerner. U.S. Secretary of Defence Frank Cartucci, however, 
stressed the report showed “nations are not bearii^ a fair share (rf* the 
conunfin dd'ence burden,** an issue that caused U.S. congresaonal 
critics to raise the prospect of withdrawing some U.S. troops from the

Khamenei: Constitution should be amended 


NICOSIA (R) — Iranian Presidrot Ali Kbamend said Friday the 
constitution should be amended to spell mit wbo had ultimate 
poUcy-making powers. Tbe Iranian news agency IRNA quoted 
Khamenei as saying Uie constitutioD was sflent on bow to break 
deadlocks between parBamrot and tbe Guardian Council, which has 
the power to veto laws it considers gainst Islam. “There are of course 
some problems and ambiguities (in the constitution) that will be 
corrected one day,*’ Kbamroei said in a sermon at Tehran’s mass 
Friday prayer meeting. He did not say when or how the cemstitutioo, 
adop^ in 1979, would be amended, IRNA added.

MORELIA, Mexico (AP) — An Israeli expert who briefed U.S. 
Vice-Prerident George Bush on secret arms sales to Iran died in a 
{droe cra^ in a croiote area of Mexico whUe travelling under an 
assumed name, officials said. The Cessna T210 crashed Wednesday at 
a ranch 175 kihunetres west of Mexico City, killing the Israrii, 
Amiram Nir, 37, and the pilot. Hiree other passengers were badly 
injnred, iiKhiding Adriana Stanton, 25, of Canada. Nir was travelling 
under name ftt Weber, Isauro Gutierrez Fernandez, a spokesman 
for the Midmacan state attorney general, said Thursday. Israd's 
ambassadm' to Mexico, Dov Schmorak, said in an interview broadcast 
Friday <mi Israel’s armed forces radio that he did not know why Nir 
was in Mexico or why be used that name.

Soviet hijack 
ends in Israel 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Five 
Soviet hijackers surrendered to 
Israeli police on tbe runway of 
Ben Gurion international airport 
Friday minutes after the Soviet 
airert^ landed, an army spokes- 
man said. 

“It’s all over,” the army 
spokesman told reporters about 
10 minutes after eight pMpIe 
were seen leaving the Ilyushin-76 
aircraft. 

Army officials said that shortly 
after the plane landed, two men 
and a woman came oiit of the 
plane and asked for a translator. 
They then started brief negotia- 
tions in which the hijackers sur- 


rendered a gun. 

Israel Radio said the hijackers, 
who were described as four Rus- 
sians and an Armenian with cri- 
minal backgrounds, had large 
sums of money with them. 

The five had hijacked a school 
bus with 30 children aboard in the 
Soviet Union Thursday and 
traded their hostages tor tbe 
plane and about two million ru- 
bles worth of ransom, said Israel's 
dlief of staff, Dan Shomron.

Likud confident of 
forming government 


TEL AVTV (R) — A ^kesman 
for Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir said Friday that the Likud 
leader might not be able to meet 
a Monday deadline for presenting 
a new governmeDt to parliameot 
but would form a coition. 

Spokesman Avi Pavner said 
the small religious parties, who 
hold the balance of power be- 
tween the rightist Likud and the 
Labour Party after inconclusive 
elections Nov. 1, would eventual- 
ly give their support to Shamir. 

Labour ministers failed to fully 
accept a coalition agreement 
reached Thursday between their 
party negotiators and the small 
religious Agudat Israel party, 
leaving Agudat an opening to go 
back to the Likud. 

Shamir needs a majority of 61 
seats in the 120-member Knesset 
to form a government. 

An agreement with Aptdai 
would give Labour and its allies 
60 parliamentary seats, enough to 
stall Shamir’s attempts to form a 
narrow right-wing religious coali- 
tion. 

Pavner said that he saw no 
chance of the religious parties 
forming a coalition with Labour. 

“This is all a play which will 
take some days, but ultimately 
they (the religious parties) will 


come over to Mr. Shamir,” I^v- 
ner said. • 

*‘l would say Labour has no 
chance to build a coalition with 
the religious parties because of 
opposition within,” he said. 

Three Labour ministers — in- 
cluding Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin who was called away from 
the Tel Aviv meeting to deal with 
the hijacking of a Soviet plane to 
Israel — did not sign the agree- 
ment with Agudat. 


Some Labour ministers oppose 
Agudat Israel because it is anti- 
Zionist and demands a change in 
the definition of who may 
called a Jew. to exclude tfat»e 
converteti by non-orthodox 
rabbis. 

Agudat Israel, which has five 
parliamentary seats has not fiiUy 
accepted the alliance with Labour 
and nnll submit it to its Council of 
Torah Sages for a decision. 


Agudat and another tiny ultra- 
orthodox pany. Oegel Hatorah, 
said they will not give final 
answers to support Labour or 
Likud until next Monday, when 
Shamir must either be able to 
present a government to parlia- 
ment or ask President Oiaim 
Herzog for more time to build 
one. 


Troops break up attack 
on Armenians in Baku 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet troops 
dispersed a crowd of about IJOO 
Azeris trying to attack Arme- 
nians in B^u, capital of the 
southern Republic of Azerbaijan, 
Baku Radio reported Friday. 

The attacks in the centre of the 
city were the latest upheaval in 
two weeks of ethnic unrest in 
Azerbaijan and neighbouring 
Armenia in which 28 people have 
died and tens of thousands have' 
fled their homes. 

At least 63 have died since the 
conflicts first erupted last Febru- 
ary over the remote territory of 
Nagorno-Karabakh. 

Tbe area is populated mainly 
by Armenians but administered 
1^ Azerbaijan. 

Baku Radio, quoting a notice 
by the military commander cur- 
rently administering the city, said 
die disturbances occurred over- 


night in at least four districts. A 
curfew has been imposed on 
Baku, the Armenian capita! 
Yerevan and other cities in the 
two republics. 

“In the area of the railway 
station, a mob of up to 1,500 
people attempted to beat up 
citizens of Armenian national- 
ity,” it quoted the commander, 
dolonel-Gencral Tyagunov, as 
saying. In view of the measures in 
force, it said, troops "stopped the 
anempts to hooligan activities.” 

The radio said troops fired 
warning shots on five occasions, 
confiscated firearms and knives, 
detained 417 people for curfew 
violations and impounded 63 
cars. 

The Azerbaijani Foreign 
Ministry in Baku said most towns 
were returning to normal, though 
tension remained high.

Political anal^ts forecast a 
stormy relationship between the 
federal authorities and the pro- 
vindai govemmeot in Punjab, 
which has 55 million of Pakistan’s 
104 million people.

Sudan cabinet 
endorses peace 
pact with rebels 

.KHARTOUM (R) — Sudan’s cabinet has approved 
a peace pact which could end more than five years of 
civil war in the south of the country, state Radio 
Omdurman said Thursday. 


' _ * The accord was signed Nov. 16 
° ' by rebel leader John Garang of 
the Sudan People's Liberation 
' Army (SPLA) and Mohammed 
'■ ' Osman A1 Mirghani. who heads 
; the co-ruling national Democratic 
Unionist Party (DUP). 

The radio gave no further de- 
• ' tails of the cabinet dea'sion but 
the accord has provoked bitter 
opposition from the National 
Islamic Front (NIF). a junior 
' partner in the coalition govern- 
ment. 

The peace pact calls for a ceas- 
efire and a freeze on the introduc- 
tion of new Islamic laws until a 
constitutional conference has 
been held. 

Rebels in the SPLA have been 
fighting government forces in the 
' ' south since 1983 to end what it 
sees as the domination of the 
region by the nonh. 

An estimated three million 
' people have fled from the area to 
escape the fighting and starvation 
caused by crop failure through 
' drought, (nternationai relief 


efforts in the region have been 
severely hampered by the civil 
war. 

Prime Minister Sadeq Al 
Mabdi earlier told a news confer- 
ence that the proposed peace 
agreement did not contain any- 
thing which contradicted what he 
called the security precautions 
required by Sudan. 

"I have toid Mohammad Os- 
man Al Mirghani that the accord 
is a base that we can use to reach 
subsequent stages until the con- 
vening of a national constitution- 
al conference." Mahdi said. 

The prime minister appeared 
confident the pact would be 
approved by the coalition govern- 
ment and parliament, saying he 
would form a committee ready 
for a constitutional conference 
and another to supervise imple- 
mentation of the peace accord. 

Mahdi added that Ugandan 
President Yoweri Museveni in- 
vited him to meet Garang in 
Kampala but he turned down the 
invitation.-

The accord, signed in Addis 
Ababa, also called for the repeal 
of all military treaties between 
Sudan and other countries, an 
apparent reference to Egypt and 
Libya, as well as the freeze on 
new Islamic laws ahead of a 
constitutional conference, which 
was to be held Dec. 31. 

The conference, first proposed 
more than three years ago. is 
supposed to agree on a power- 
sharing formula for Sudan's Mus- 
lim majority and ethnic and reli- 
gious minorities in Africa's 
largest country. 

Mahdi's L^mma Party is the 
senior eovemment partner with 
the DUP and NIF. 

The prime minister told the 
news conference the NIF had 
expressed it.s readiness to partici- 
pate in the constitutional confer- 
ence despite its reservations over 
the southern peace agreement. 


Baghdad accuses Tehran 
of double-cross over PoWs 


BAGHDAD I R) Iraq accused 
Iran Thursday of double-crossing 
*' it and vowed not to free any more 
Iranian prisoners-of-war (PoWs) 
unless Tehran released Iraqi cap- 
' tives listed for an earlier ex- 
change. 

“Iraq will not release the re- 
maining number of Iranian PoWs 
' unless 7he Iranians return those 
.' weed on at (peace talks in) 
: deneva." Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz said in Baghdad. 

Iran stopped the swap Sunday 
after only 153 Iraqis and 5b Ira- 
nians were returned in three 
days. Tehran blamed Baghdad 
for the breakdown of the accord, 
under which another 190 Iraqis 
.! and 67 Iranians were to have 
. gone home. 

The accord, the biggest break- 
through in peace talks since an 


Aug. 20 ceasefire ended eight 
years of fighting, covers 411 Ira- 
nian and 1.158 Iraqi sick or 
wounded PoWs. They were to 
have been returned over 10 days. 

In a speech on Iraqi Martyrs' 
Day. Aziz said Iran followed a 
"double-crossing means when it 
released less than half the num- 
ber agreed with the ICRC (Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross'), stemming from baseless 
justifications." 

Iran says it failed to return 190 
of an agreed 345 PoWs over the 
three days because they were no 
longer sick or wounded or had 
sought asylum. 

Aziz .said Thursday that Iraq 
had responded by withholding a 
proportionate, number of Ira- 
nians. or 67 of the 123 scheduled 
to go home. 


Akram Al Witri. head of the 
Foreign Ministry Legal Depart- 
ment, told Reuters *Thursday that 
Iraq w*as willing to hand over the 
67 PoWs if Iran freed the 190 
Iraqis, whom he said were kepi in 
Iran for false and vague reasons. 

He said Iraq wanted the ICRC 
to provide documentary proof 
that the reasons given by Iran 
were accurate. 

An (CRC spokesman said in 
Geneva Monaay that explana- 
tions by both countries for the 
breakdown of the accord were 
inadeauate and it was negotiating 
with them for a resumption. 

The PoWs were returned in a 
OC-9 plane chartered by the 
ICRC and shuttling between 
Tehran and Baghdad. 

Iran and Iraq hold a total of 
about 100,000 PoWs captured 
during the war. 


Amnesty appeals to Iran to halt 
execution of political prisoners 


LONDON (Agencies) — The hu- 
man rights watchdog group 
Amnesfy International said 
Thursday it had details of 30 
political prisoners who face hang- 
ing in Iran and it called for a halt 
to such c.xecutions. 

77te Iranian opposition group 
Mujahedccn-e-Khalq. based in 
Baghdad, said Tuesday that Ira- 
nian authorities executed more 
than 5.000 political prisoners be- 
tween .August and November in a 
crackdown on di.<>sjden(s. 

An Amnesty spokeswoman 
said thiise who now- facing the 
death penalty were arrested in 
(Ci.SO nr I9SI and many were 
believed to be pri.soners of consci- 
ence. 

"Some were convicted of distri- 


buting leaflets, others of disturb- 
ing the peace at political rallies. 
Most were students and suppor- 
ters of the banned people's Mu- 
jahedecn-e-Khalq. sentenced to 
prison terms from six months to 
five years." .she said. 

Amnesty and other concerned 
groups were organising a cam- 
paign of letters and messages to 
the Iranian government calling 
for death sentences to be com- 
muted .ind for ihn.se jailed only 
for the non-violcni expression of 
their political beliefs to be rc- 
lea.sed. she said. 

Mujahedecn-e-Khalq said 
Thursday that 12.000 political 
prisoners have been executed in 
Iran since August, a significant 
jump in the number they 


announced earlier this week. 

The latest claim come in a state- 
ment from Maryam Rajavi. joint 
leader of the .Mujahedeen-e- 
Khalq with her husband Masoud. 
telexed to the .AP in Cyprus 

The stafemenl said that fi.400 
of the prisoners »ere executed in 
Evin and Ouzei-Hesar prisons as 
well as Gohardasht prison in the 
city of Karai. just outside 
Tehran. 

The group said the executions 
were earned out under the orders 
of Iranian leader Avaiollnh 
Ruhollah Khomeini. {r.in has de- 
nied that thousands of piiliiieji 
pnsoners were executed, saying 
only those who had taken up 
arms against the country or other 
individuals were put to de.ith. 


Talks between Soviets and 
Afghan rebels set for Taif 


ISLAMABAD (Agencks) — An .\fghan rebel 
del^tioo Icfl Islamabad Friday for talks with a 
senior Soviet team on ending the lO-yeor-oid war 
in .Afghanistan, rebel spokesmen said. 

The talks will be held in the Saudi Arabian city 
of Taif. The three-man delegation, headed by 
rebel alliance leader Burhanuddin Rabbani. was 
flying to Jeddah via Karachi. 

First Deputy Foreign Minister Yuli Vorontsov 
was expected to lead the Sox^ deiegalion. the 
rebels said. Moscow has neither confirmed nor 
denied that the negotiations will take place. 

Vorontsov, who is also Moscow's ambassador 
to the Soviet-backed government in Kabul, is 
believed to be close to Kremlin chief Mikhail 
Gorbachev, diplomats say. 

if the talks take place, they will be the first 
substantive negotiations between Moscow and the 
Western-backed rehds. 

The Kremlin had previously refused to negoti- 
ate with the guerrillas, who likewise rejected 
offers of talks from the Afghan government of 
President Najibullah. 

Last Sonday low-lcvel delegations met in Isla- 
mabad for the first lime for what Moscow said 
were talks on the release of SoviH soldiers held by 
the Mujabedeen guerrillas. 

The rebel delegation was doe to fly to Jeddah 
from Karachi Friday ni^l and then go to Taif. 
which Ls near the Holy Oty of Mecca, the rebel 


spokesman said. The talks mi^t then begin as 
eariy as Saturday. 

Rabbani currently holds the rotating chair- 
mandiip of the seven-party rebel alHance based in 
Pakistan. 

The other two members were Sib^atuRah 
Mojadidi. head of the nationalist Jabha-i-Nijat- 
Milli party, and Abdul Qadlr Kcryab, a senior 
official of Gnibuddin Hekmatyar's radical Hezb-i- 
Islami group. 

Rabtoni was aho accompanied by three aides 
from hb Jamiat-i-lslami party. They inchided 
Ahmadzta Massoud, brother of the well-known 
guerrilla commonder Ahmad Shah Massoud, a 
Jamiat spokesman in Istamabad said. 

“There is no specific agenda, it depends on the 
Soviets," the spokesman said. 

“This is a real progress," a Jabha spokesman 
said. 

The talks would come some 10 weeks before the 
Soviet Union is due to complete its troop with- 
drawal from Afghanislan under last April's Gene- 
va accords. 

The rebels revealed Tuesday that the negotia- 
tions were planned. 

Diplomatic sources in Islamabad said the plans 
were supposed to have been kept secret and 
expressed fears that the premature disclosure 
might embarrass Moscow and prompt it to 
postpone or even cancel them.

Winkler, working with the In- 
lernalionai Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) In South 
Lebanon, was kidnapped by 
three masked gunmen near the

"1 was kidnapped not as a Red 
Cross delegate but as a Swiss 
citizen. My government knows 
what my kidnappers want from it 
and it has to cooperate in order to 
save my life." the hand-written 
ktier. delivered to an interna- 
tional news agency in west 
Beirut, said. 

There was no immediate way 
of authenticating the letter, which 
carried no date and was not 
accompanied W a photograph, 
the usual identification procedure 
for statements from kidnappers in 
Lebanon.

Ai their last meeting on a car ferry in the- 
Mediterranean in September, Qadhafi and Ibn All agreed to set 
up a Joint company to explore for oil and gas on a pan of tiie 
previously disputed continental shelf in the Gulf of Gabes. In 
October the official Tunisian news agency said Libyan and 
Tunisian ministers were putting the final touches on the statutes 
of the proposed company. 

W. Germany arrests Palestinian suspect 

KARLSRUHE. West Cennany (R) — Another suspwed 
member of a hardline Palestinian group has been arated m 
connection with bombing attacks on U.S. military trains in West 
Gennany. the federal prosecutor’s office said Thursday. Mon- 
day's arrest was the latest in a crackdow-n on what investigators 
said was the West German unit of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General Command (PFLP-GC). Alexan- 
der Prechtel, spokesman for the federal prosecutor’s office, said 
the 41-ycar-old Palestinian was suspected of involvement in the 
bombing of U.S. amy trains in August 1987 and last April. No 
one was hurt in either anack. Fourteen PFLP-GC suspe^ were 
arrested in raids across West Germany in late October on 
suspicion of plotting attacks on Israeli or U.S. targets. 

UAE celebrates National Day 


ABU DHABI (AP) — The United Arab Emirates glittered with 
colourful lamps in eye-catching designs Friday in celebration of the 
federation's I7th anniversary. Municipality officials said 1.5 million 
coloured light bulbs and over AOO.OOO UAE flags have been placed 
to decorate the capital, Abu Dhabi, alone. Government and 
private companies tried to outdo each other with the numbers of 
lamps and designs. Among the impressive ones was a falcon, 
another a flame emblem . all drawn in blubs. Municipality officials 
said this year's illuminiation programme is double last year's, 
because it was the first National Day after the Iran-Iraq ceasefire. 
The UAE has one of the highest per capita incomes in'the world, 
around S20.000 per head, even though it has suffered from the 
sagging world oil market like ocher oil exporters. The federation 
was formed in 1971 of seven sheikdoms after the withdrawal of 
British colonial forces from the Gulf. Two are major oil producers, 
Abu Dhabi and Dubai, and two are minor producers, two. The 
others. Fujairah. .Ajman and Umm AJ Quwain, rely on aid from 
their neighbour. Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sultan Al Nahayan. the federal 
president, was hosting the rulers of the six other emirates at a 
banquet.

Israel.

The assembly also endorsed a 
52.5 million budget for 1989 and a 
general programme for AOAS in 
the coming year and said that the 
plan provides for measures that 
would help promote inter-Arab 
economic cooperation. 

The plan also provides for an 
increase in technical assistance to 
less developed Arab states and 
training for their personnel in 
public administration affairs. 


Accidents claim 6 lives 
in last week of October 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — Six 
persons died and 144 others were 
injured in road accidents which 
occurred in Jordan in the last 
week of October 1988, according 
to a statement by. the Public 
Security Department (PSD). 

The statement said the casual- 
ties were the result of 191 acci- 
dents that mostly involved knock- 
ing) down- ped^rians due to 
speeding, careless driving and 
other violations of the traffic reg- 
ulations. 

According to the statement 
these figures register an increase 
over the number of accidents that 
occurred in the Kingdom in the 
previous week of October when 


only 159 accidents were reg- 
istered causing the death of one 
person and the injuiy of 143 
others. 

In a separate development. Al 
Oustour Daily Friday reported 
the death of a 22-year-oId woman 
in Jabal Nathif district of Am- 
man, who was scabbed to deatii 
by her own father identified only 
as HAA. 

The paper said that the hither 
stabbed his daughter with a knife 
several times causing her immedi- 
ate death and the police who 
arrested the man were holding an 
investigation, but it gave no de- 
tails about the motives of the 
murder.

Hie ministry said that the'new 
addition was a young boy who 
had contracted the virus through 
blood transfusion but gave no 
other details. 

Oxer the past three years only 
three deaths of AIDS victims 
were reported by the Ministry of 
Health which has launched an 
intensive public awareness cam- 
pai^ in its drive to fight The 
disease. 

WHO has reported that by 
1991 over a million people were 
likely to have AIDS and that 
about half a million babies would 
be bom carrying the virus by the 
early 1990s. 

At present there are most 
a),000 reported cases of AIDS in 
the U.S.. France has 4,000 cases, 
while Britain is known to have 
about 2,000, according to WHO 
estimates. 

Hamzeh said that there was no 
need for worry because the 
Health Ministry was doing all that 
it can to fight off the disease. 

But, he added, cooperation 
from the public with an ad hoc 
national committee and extra 
care to safeguard health were 
needed in the campaign against 
the dangerous disease. 


Seminar seeks to create company to deal with organic-fertilisers 

Jordan urged to speed 
up new environment law 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — A three-day seminar to 
deal with the negative effects of agricultural projects 
on the environment ended Thursday by recommend- 
ing that the government speed up woric on a new 
environment law and calling for the creation of a 
specialised company to deal with the organic- 
fertilisers (manure) to help reduce the spread of flies 
and other harmful insects. 


The seminar which was orga- 
nised by the Friedrich Naumann 
Foundation in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs and the Environ- 
ment reviewed working papers by 
different Jordanian or;^iusations 
including the Royal Scientific 
Society (RSS) and the Royal 
Sodety for the Conservation of 
Nature. 

The partidpams focused atten- 
tion on means of curtailing pollu- 
tion and methods to apply fertilis- 
er and the education of farmers in 
methods of safeguarding the en- 
vironment. 

A statement Thursday said that 
the panidpants urged the Minis- 
try of Agriculture to intensify its 
farmers' guidance campaigns on 
the proper use of pestiddes. ferti- 
lisers and plastic materials, and 
urged the government to conduct 


environmental studies on the 
negative effects of agricultural 
schemes on the environment as a 
whole. 

It said that specifications 
should be found for the various 
types pestiddes used in Jordan 
so that minimum harm can be 
done to the environment and 
heahh. 

The statement recommended 
the establishment of a spedal 
fund to finance projects designed 
to protect the environment with 
those causing most pollution to 
be the inain contributors to the 
fund which will finance research. 

It urged the Jordan Coopera- 
tive Organisation (JCO) to coor- 
dinate efforts with the Ministry of 
Munidpal and Rural Affairs and 
the Environment in organising 
animals -enclosures within the 
boundaries of various towns, con- 


duct research on the effects of 
fertilisers on soil and crops. 

It also urged farmers to stop 
irrigating crops through sprink- 
lers as this method was found to 
be causing damage to dtrus fruits 
and farm workers, and causing 
further pollution. 

The statement recommended 
the Ministry of Water and Irriga- 
tion to work out a comprehensive 
plan to deal with the treated 
wastewater coming out from olive 
oil presses and urged the Jordan 
Phosphate Mines Company to 
cooperate with Jordanian univer- 
sities to study the prospect of 
recycling the treated wastewater 
from its plants at Hassa, Ruseifa 
and Wadi Al Abiad. 

Minister of Munidpal and Ru- 
ral Affairs and the Enrironmeni 
Yousef Hamdan Al Jabr told the 
seminar earlier that Jordan suf- 
fered from pollution problems 
resulting from the expansion in 
construction projects, the dump- 
ing of waste and pestiddes, 
domestic animal enclosures, the 
encroachment of the desert on 
arable land and the misuse of 
chemical fertilisers. 

Jordanian spedalists. repre- 
sentatives of various ministries 
and experts from foreign contries 
attended the seminar. 


Comprehensive health centre may 
include cancer detection facilities 


AMMAN (J.T. } — Health Minis- 
ter Zm’d Hamzeh Thursday ex- 
pressed his ministry's readiness 10 
accommodate the proposed cen- 
tre for the early detection of 
cancer in one of the comprehen- 
sive health centres in Amman as a 
fiist step, and disclosed the minis- 
try’s plans to spread such centres 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The minister made this state- 
ment during a meeting with admi- 
nistrative committee members of 
the Jordanian Sodety for Com- 


bating Cancer, who briefed Ham- 
zeh on the sode^’s activities. 

The sodety is involved in 
spreading awareness about the 
disease, through health education 
and the establishment of early 
detection centres and providing 
assistance to cancer patients cur- 
rently being treated at the Nuc- 
lear Medidne Centre at Al Badrir 
Hospital.

That is why the stakes for 
democracy and equality of women in Pakistan are high, 
the developing countries, especially Muslim nations, are 
dearly keeping dose watch over the new Pakistani e?q>eri- 
ment in democracy with a young woman at the helm of this 
fresh experience. Indeed, the whole international commun- 
ity join the Pakistani people in pinning great hopes on the 
new P^ustani leader. 

Although youthful and fresh. Benazir Bhutto is also very 
mature and seasoned by the many trials and tribulations she 
has experienced since her father ZulBkar Ali Bhutto was 
executed in 1979. Above all, she has been transformed from 
a bitter and angry woman into a stateswoman of national 
reconciliation. How well she succeed in achieving recondlia- 
tion in her fr^ile country will determine her political 
future. Her success in the immediate and long-range future 
would be a cause few joy throughout the Muslim World. 

First and foremost, her perseverance and political 
triumphs would substantiate the '^proposition that the 
devdoping Muslim nations are as capable of coming of age 
as countries with other reli^ons and ideologies. Seen from 
this perspective, all Muslim faithfuls most join in one 
common prayer and wish Benazir Bhutto continuous 
triumphs for Ae sake of her nation as well as for the sake of 
the rest of Uie Muslim World.

Al Ra*i Daily on Friday discussed the coming meeting in Rhodes 
by the leaders of the European Communky nations who are 
bound to tackle the Middle East quotion and Washington's 
decision to bar FLO Chairman Yasser Arafat from entering the 
U.S. to address the U.N. General Assembly. These nations' 
Statement, issued Thursday, which considered the proclamation 
of the Palestine state as a constructive step towards the convening 
of an intemaiional peace conference on the Middle East has also 
demanded that the U.S. and Israel respond favourably to the 
PLO's bid for peace, the paper noted. It said that such statement 
and any future moves in this direction should be regarded as a 
kind of pressure on Washington and Tel Ariv to abandon their 
previous altitudes towards the projected conference. This state- 
ment is also a clear indication that the European Community 
plans to take other steps towards resolving the Middle East 
problem, the paper added. This European stand, the paper said, 
is a source of satisfaction for the Arab Nation which hopes that 
European leaders will exert further pre.ssure on Israel and the 
United Stales to make positive moves towards a genuine and 
lasting peace in the Middle East.

U.S. allies look 
for fresh Mideast 
start from Bush

LONDON — America's allies, 
exasperated by a U.S. decision to 
refuse a visa to PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat, are still looking to a 
fresh start in the Middle j^st by 
President-elect George Bush. 
Western diplomats say. 

But they warned that this 
would be made more difficult if 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation and Arab countries 
toughened their position when 
the U.N. debate that Arafat was 
due to address goes ahead. 

The Palestinian leader was de- 
nied a visa at the weekend to 
speak Thursday at the General 
Assembly in New York, on the 
grounds that the PLO posed a 
terrorist threat to Americans. 

"It's very much a personal de- 
cision by (Secretary of State 
George) Shultz," a West Euro- 
pean diplomat commented. "To 
that extent che damage can be 
confined to him and the outgoing 
administration." 

"The hope is that the Middle 
East peace process will resume 
under a new* administration in the 
new* year," he added. 

The Bush team will take over 
from the Ronald Reagan admi- 
nistration on Jan. 20. 


Shultz's decision, hailed in 
Israel, has been greeted with dis- 
may almost everywhere else. 
Some of Washington's principal 
European allies, including 
France. West Germany, Itafy, 
Bel^um, the Netherlands and 
Denmark, have voiced astonis- 
.hment. 

The harshest European reac- 
tion saw the move as a deliberate 
attempt by a dying administration 
to tie the hancte of the Bush team 
and fnistrate a new diplomatic 
offensive by the PLO. 

The aim. the influential French 
newspaper Le Monde said, was 
“to render a last service to ^aei. 
and attempt to slow, if not block 
any further development of 
American policy in the Middle 
East,** 

The visa row comes after an 
effort by the PLO at a meeting in 
Algiers earlier this month to kick- 
start Middle East negotiations by 
adopting a more flexible line to- 
wards Israel. 

The Palestine National Council 
(PNC) endorsed U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 241, whi^ 
implicitly acknowledges Israel’s 
ri^t to exist, and aJ^ declared 
an independent state which more 
than 30 countries have recog- 
nised. 

European Community states 




were encouraged by these moves 
but Washington said they did not 
go for enough and that the PLO 
had not totally "abandoned vio- 
lence.*' 

West European officials took 
heart from the fact that Bush and 
his aides were not consulted over 
the visa decision, although Bush, 
as vice-president, was informed. 

"I should think they were 
bitMxfy grateful they weren't con- 
sulted," one officii said.

Algerian president pushes 


through reform programme

ALGIERS — Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid has had his way 
at a congress of the country's 
ruling party, pushing through a 
programme of political reforms 
which could eventually lead to a 
multi-party system. 

The programme opens the 
National Liberation Front (FLN) 
to a variety of opinions and 
allows indepmdents to stand for 
pariiament. , 

Its adoption is a radicaj' 
change for a party- which has 
monopolised pow*er and imposed 
conformity for the last quarter of 
a century. 

In pushing through his propos- 
als. Chadli bad to strike a balance 
between an Algerian public impa- 
tient for change and party hard- 
liners reluctant to renounce a 
dominant position. 

Opposition to the changes 
came out into the open during 
preparatory meetings but by the 
rime the S.OOO delegates gathered 
in Algiers last Sunday, Chadli's 
reformist camp had outflanked a 
disorganised backbench revolt. 

At one stage there was specula- 
tion that Chadli might have to 
make a tactical offer to resign. 
But on Monday evening his 
nomination as party leader and 
automatically sole candidate in 
next month's presidenrial elec- 
tions went through smoothly. 

“There were a few hitches 
along the way which might have 
thrown the wagon off the tracks," 
one diplomat said. “But all in all 
he got what he wanted." 

llie party newspaper El Moud- 
jahid described the changes as “a 
profound political reform which 
would lead to transformations at 
ail levels of power." 

Algeria analv-st Farid Trabulsi 
said it was a revolution for the 
FLN but. he noted, "the old 
guard are still there and the party 
structure is not going to disappear 
overnight." 

Those who have survived a 
partial purge include Mohammad 
Cherif Messaadia, number two in 
the party until Chadli sacked him 
in Octo^r. former Prime Minis- 
ter Abdcihamid Brahimi and 


thrust of Chadli's reforms is to 
take the party back to its |m- 
iadependence status as a broad 
front grouping diverse opinions 
instead of the monolithic institu- 
tion It later became. 

*nie congress document ex- 
plaining the new criteria for party 
membership are not yet available 
but Chadli repeated on Monday 
evening an offer to let in anyone 
who was sincere and patriotic.

“A multi-pat^ system can in 
no way be granted to groups 
whose only aim is the power and 
privileges which a superficial 
democracy would give them.** 
read one of the main resolutions. 

Later, however, it conceded 
that “political action ied by the 


rank and file with popular sup- 
port could end in a ^lidcal plur- 
alism which differs fundamentally 
from a superficial multi-party 
system...

five “wanted to fly out of the 
Soviet Union. That's why they 
kidnapped the bus with the chil- 
dren." 

Police Minister Qiaim Bar-Lev 
said the fate of the hijackers, 
whose e.Ytraditiun the Soviet Un- 
ion has requested, would be de- 
cided in consultation with the 
foreign ministry. 

Security sources described the 
hijackers as "criminals, not ter- 
rorists." 

Asked if the gunmen were Jew- 
ish. Bar-Lev told reporters: 
"They did not identify them.selves 
but I don’t think tht^ came here 
for Zionist reasons.” 

The drama began Thursday 
when the assailants hijacked a 
bus carrying schoolchildren and 
teachers in the southern Russian 
city of Ordzhonikidze and de- 
manded to be flown out of the 
Soviet Union. official.s in Moscow 
said. 

"To save the te.ichers and chil- 
dren on this bus. a decision was 
taken to provide a plane to the 
bandits," Albert VLisov. head of 
the official Soviet news agency 
Novosli. told reporters. 

The hostages were released af- 
ter Soviet authorities provided 
the plane from the state airline 
Aeroflot. 

The Soviet news agency TASS 
said that while negotiations were 
conducted between Soviet au- 
thorities and the hijackers, the 
crew had been handcuffed at the 
hijackers’ demand. 

Communist Party sources in 
Ordzhonikidze said they did not 
believe the seizure of the plane 
W. 1 S connected with the ethnic 
unrest that has rocked Armenia 
and the neighbouring Republic of 
Azerbaijan for much of this year. 

It was apparently the first time 
the Kremlin, normally tough with 
hijackers, had provided a plane 
to people demanding toTeave the 
country. Political analysts said it 
showed Moscow was placing new 
emphasis on saving hostages' 
live.s in such situatioas.

To be hungry in Africa

NAIROBI — Refugees fleeing 
famine and ci%ril war in Africa 
make headlines, but hunger also 
takes a grim, if less visible, toll in 
the shanty towns, slums and re- 
mote peasant smallholdings of 
the world's poorest continent. 

As night falls nearly 100 million 
people, one ia eveiy five of the 
population, go to sleep without 
full bellies in sub-Saharan Africa. 

Every fifth child in the region 
dies before his fifth binhday for 
want of better diet, immunisation 
and health care. 

"Hunger in Africa is a huge, 
intractable problem," the World 
Bank said in a report released 


here recently urging new action 
to ease Africa's hunger pangs. 

Yet, it cautions, it uill take 
many years to dent the problem, 
which is aggravated by the hefty 
foreign debt, poverty, war and 
crop damage caused'in turn by 
drought, floods and locust pla- 
gues. 

"There are no quick fixes, no 
easy answers, no simple short- 
cuts," the Bank said in its report 
called "The Challenge of Hunger 
in Africa — a Call to Action." 

It proposed concerted efforts 
on national programmes to prom- 
ote food security, and priority for 
projects and policies that raise 
the meagre incomes of the hungry 
and curb swings in food prices 
and supplies. 


Linguist is gaga 
over virtues of 
baby talk

to it is doing the child a serious 

disservice. Eventually he will find 
— ' out that word such as "oo" are 
not on the college entrance ex- 
aminations, and be will have to 
team a second language..." 

Sudi an attitude couldn’t be 
further from the truth, Ratner 
insists. For she belives that just as 
babies are bom with an innate 
capacity to learn language, adults 
— and older children — have an 
instinctive gift to teach language. 

"Human beings are born as 
nurturing creatures,” she said. 

"Why shouldn’t it be inborn in 
us as well to use different kinds of 
language with babies, to be sensi- 
tive to their undeveloped lan- 
guage abilities and to help them 


learn language?" 

‘‘It's much more complicated 
than meets the eye," Ratner said. 
When people hear baby talk, they 
.-'.hear some, tj^ng, tl]ia^ ,is "almost^ 
embajrrds&ingiy cute. Ihey' hear ' 
the funny Intonation contour, 
they hear the funny little words 
like ‘tummy’ or ‘ickypoo." And 
that’s what they think baby talk is 
in its entirety. 

"But speech to children is like 
a whole language. There's much 
more to it than simply its intona- 
tion and its vocabulary. It has its 
own syntax, its own grammar. 
There are specific ways in which 
adults put sentences together for 
kids. They use very short sent- 
ences. they repeat themselves a 
lot, they paraphrase." 

In the scientific-academic 
world baby talk is called child- 
-directed speech or "motherese," 
a name that Ratner believes is 
"sort of unfair" because fathers 
and other relatives and caretakers 
also use baby talk. Baby talk is 
used in some form in every cul- 
ture that has ever been studied, 
clear evidence of its intrinsic 
value, Ratner believes. 

Coming from a backhand of 
work wiUr speech-impaired chil- 
dren. Ratner became interested 
in baby talk while a doctoral 
student at Boston University. 

‘“There's so much to learn and 
they do it so quickly," she said. “1 
think it’s very fascinating. Take a 
baby, starts talking at the age of 1 
or later, by age 4 most kids sound 
wondei^I. So in three years they 
learn a whole language. 

Older folks, she pointed out, 
don't learn quite so quickly. "We 
all took languages in high school 
and college, and in three years 
basically we learned enough to 
stumble through telling people 
our luggage was lost at the air- 
port." 

Adults manage to understand 
each other. But when she read 
those studies Dr. Ratner won- 
dered. "if adult speech to chil- 
dren is 50 per cent lousy, SO per 
cent degraded, and kidte don't 
have vocabulary yet, they don't 
have grammar yet, how the heck 
do they ever figure out how to 
talk? And the obvious hypothesis 
was that adult speech to kids in 
much clearer." 

She proved that hypothesis 
with her doctoral studies, in 
which she computer-analysed pa- 
rents' recorded conversations

with babies, studying intonation, 
pitch, vocabulary, syntax, gram- 
mar. Each aspect seems to have 
its own function. Intonation, for 
example, the lilting, melodic tone 
that adults often use in talking to 
babies, serves to get the baby 
interested. 

Those studies led to another 


observation: fathers, she found, 
tended to use somewhat more 
complex vocabularies with their 
babies. 

"Fathers do a lot of'the same 
things that mothers do, but they 
tend to be somewhat less molly- 
coddling. The fathers were much 
less condescending to the chil- 


dren.” 

For example, she would give 
them toys to play with and the. 
parents would name the toys. 
"Hie mothers would say, ‘look at 
the animals, look at the horsie. 
look at the tiger.’ But we had 
fathers saying things like, ‘do you 
see this tiger? He comes from 
Africa. He's a wild animal. He's 


not domesticated*.'' 

That leads to a theory, Ratner 
said, "about fathers as a bridge 
between mothers and the outside 
world," a theory- that is under 
investigation by linguists and 
could have implications in father- 
less homes — Los Angeles 
Times. 


It also urged steps to streng- 
then insiiiutional management to 
tackle the problem, better use of 
food aid and more systematic 
efforts to identify' people at risk. 

None of these ideas is new, 
noted World Bunk President Bar- 
ber Conable in the report's fore- 
word. 

"What is new is that this report 
calls for a pannership to be 
formed among donors, non-gov- 
ernmental organisations ai>d 
African governments to support 
comprehensive policies and prog- 
rammes for food security." he 
declared. 

World Bank figure.s point a 
grim picture of the struggle for 
survival in countries south of the 
Sahara: 

— Only one-quarter of people 
living in the countryside, which is 
home to seven-tenths of Africans, 
and less than tw-o-iFiirds of those 
in the towns and cities, have safe 
drinking water. 

— In 1981 , even before African 
economies took a marked turn 
for the worse, there was only one 
doctor for every 25.000 people 
compared with one for evei^ .550 
in industrialised nations. 

— Individual incomes have 
slumped by one-fifth in the 1980s. 

— For nearly 20 years food 
production has lagged behind the 
growth of sub-Saharan Africa's 
rapidly swelling population, cur- 
rently 500 million people and 
expected to exceed 7(i0 million by 
the turn of the century. 

To close the gap the region 
would have to boost food output 
by four per cent a year, or double 
what is has managed recently. 

"At no time in history has any 
group of nations faced the chal- 
lenge of increasing incomes and 
achieving food security in a situa- 
tion of such rapid population 
growth." the review said. 

The real problem, it said, is 


that African countries have failed 
to grow enough food or to gener- 
ate enough revenue to buy sup- 
plies from the well-stocked world 
market, and that poor households 
can't afford to buy or produce 
adequate food. 

More than half the people in 
sub-Saharan Africa who can't 
obtain or afford enough food live 
in seven countries — Ethiopia, 
Zaire. Uganda. Mozambique, 
Nigeria. Tanzania and Kenya. 

In the first four of these coun- 
tries. along with Chad, Zambia 
and Somalia, more than four- 
cenths of the populace does not 
get enough to eat. 

The Bank diagnoses the de- 
ficiency os sometimes chronic and 
sometimes transitory. 

Symptoms of the former are a 
persistently inadequate diet re- 
sulting from an inability to get 
food by any means — such as 
producing, buying, bartering or 
foraging. 

Tfie latter reflects a temporary 
squeeze on a household's access 
to food because of unaffordable 
prices, or erratic output or in- 
come. 

Governments, media and 
donors pay much attention to’ this 
son of deprivation, caused by 
sudden disruptions in food sup-, 
plies, because shortages tri^er 


sharp price hikes and provoke 
political reactions which may de- 
rail government economic prog- 
rammes. the report noted. 

‘in the process many of the 
chronically food-insecure may be 
pushed over the edge to starva- 
tion. fleeiog their homes and de- 
scending on cities and refugee 
camps. 

"These dramatic migrations 
are newsworthy, unlike the slow 
grind of chronic food insecurity 
practically invisible to the un- 
trained observer." it added.

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Free up commerce, GATT demands 


GENEVA (Agencies) — The world trade body 
GATT warned Friday, ahead of global trade talks 
opening Monday in Montreal, that it was more 
important than ever to reduce trade barriers.

“With the ^wing linkages 
among economies, the costs of 
ill-conceived trade policies is de- 
veloped and developing countries 
will continue rising,” the secre- 
tariat of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
said in a trade review. 

.Major trading blocs and na- 
tions have fired increasingly 
hostile rhetoric at each other as 
they jockey for position at the 
Montreal ministerial talks, a 
'mid-term meeting to advance the 
four-year Uruguay Round of 
' trade negotiations. 

But the GATT report empha- 
'sised the need for the Uru^ay 
Round, launched in 1986. to 
-make progress in reaching agree- 
ment to cut protection worl- 
dwide. 

“The result will be higher long- 
term economic growth. This is 
precisely what is need to deal 
with the challenges posed by 
technological innovation and 
worldwide demographic trends.” 
it said. 

The workforces in developing 
countries would probably grow 
by 55 per cent, or 600 million 
people, between 1990 and 2010. 
The addition would be nearly os 
large as the entire current popula- 
tions of North America and Wes- 
tern Europe. 

Combined with technological 
change, such population trends 
are hkely to affect the relative 
competitiveness of a broad range 
of industries — and it is impor- 
tant to have free trade to adjust 
to the changes, the report said. 

To cope with their increased 
populations, developing coun- 
tries would have to mobilise 
domestic savings, implement 
realistic exchange rates, reform 
their trade rules and push for 
better global trade policies, the 
GATT report added. 

Japanese pledge global trade 
policy cooperation 

Meanwhile. Japan has assured 
President Ronald Reagan that to 
expand free trade it would coor- 
dinate policy with the United 
States at next week's global trade 
talks in Montreal, a Japanese 
official says. 

Reagan emphasised to 
Japanese Foreign Minister 
Ybusuke Uno dunng a meeting 
Thursday at the '^te House 
that both countries needed to 
work together to ensure a suc- 


cessful outcome to the trade 
talks, an Uno aide told reporters. 

Uno, who heads the Japanese 
delegation to Montreal, told 
Reagan that in order to promote 
free trade, he would coordinate 
with the United States during the 
Montreal talks, said the aide. 
Japanese foreign ministry official 
Yukio Okamoto. 

Japan and the United States 
are not in total agreement, but 
members of Uno's delegation 
said the two nations' positions 
overlap more than they differ. 

Uno and U.S. Trade Repre- 
sentative Clayton Yeutter agreed 
that the success of the Uruguay 
Round of trade talks “is vei7 
important for the two countries in 
sustaining the free trade system,” 
said Motoji Yabunaka. director 
of the foreign ministry's Second 
North American Division. 

"To give momentum to the 
negodations. they... agreed to 
work together because according 
also to Mr. Yeutter in most of the 
positions of Japan and the United 
Stales, we share a lot... so natur- 
ally we should closely work 
together in the coming midterm 
review.” he added. 

A major disagreement is over 
Japan's import ban on rice, pro- 
tecting a domestic product sever- 
al times more costly than U.S. 
rice, and prompdng the U.S. rice 
industry to file an unfair trade 
case. Yeutter last month held up 
U.S. government action on the 
industry petition until the entire 
issue of agricultural trade is dis- 
cussed at the Montreal talks. 

While prepared to discuss all 
farm trade issues. Japan regards 
rice as its historic staple food and 
maintains that “special considera- 
tion should be givvn to basic 
fbodstufrs from the viewpoint of 
food security... special conces- 
sions should be given." Yabuna- 
ka said. 

“But we are not denying dis- 
cussion of access" to the market, 
he added. 

“Certainly we believe we 
should work toward further liber- 
alisation of agricultural trade," 
Yabunaka said^. 

He noted that Japan is the 
world's largest net importer of 
foodstuffs. 

“We can rather proudly say we 
have been a contributing factor to 
the expansion of agricultural 
trade — even though sometimes 
(we are) exposed as rather nega- 


Saudi oil chief ciarifies 
‘misunderstood’ proposai 


NICOSIA, Cyprus ( AP) — Saudi 
Arabia's oil minister says his con- 
troversial proposal for a mini- 
mum oil price ofSlS a barrel was 
aimed at preventing prices slipping 
and was “misunderstood" by 
OPEC members, an oil industry 
newsletter said Thursday.

The newsletter's editor inter- 
viewed Nazer in Vienna after the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) con- 
ference ended. 

Nazer's last-minute proposal 
on prices was a bombshell that 
drew bitter opposition from the 
group's 12 other members, who 
feared it would become a price 
ceiling. 

The Saudi move threatened to 
undermine a crucial production 
agreement aimed at curbing run- 
away output that was pushing 
prices down. The Saudis later 
withdrew the proposal.

EC to hold U.S. responsible if 
Montreal talks fail 


In Brussel.^, the European 
Community (EC) said Wednes- 
day Wu.shington would be re- 
sponsible for a failure of the 
mid-term review of world trade 
talks in Montreal if it .stuck to its 
call for an end to farm subsidies. 

"Partners who do not want to

France lifts ban on Iranian oil imports 


PARIS (R) — France has decided to lift completely its embargo 
on Iranian oil imports, the industry ministry said Friday. It imposed 
(he ban when the two countries severed diplomatic relations in July 
1987 over an Iranian embassy official's alleged involvement in 
terrorist attacks in Paris. Paris 'and Tehran reestablished ties when 
the last French hostages in Lebanon were freed in June. The 
French government eased (he embargo in September by allowing 
barter deals between the two countries. “The industry ministry has 
informed oil companies that imports of Iranian crude oil are from 
DOW on subject to normal rules applying for this trade.” a minist^ 
statement said. Before the 1987 embargo. Iran was France's main 
oil supplier.

The winner in the auction 
that began in October was Kohiberg Kravis Roberts and Co., a 
New York-based firm that specialises in takeovers using a high 
proportion of borrowed cash. It will pay 5109 a share in cash for 73 
per cent of RJR Nabisco, which is best known for its cereals, Ritz 
crackers.

Nabisco, the 1'^ largest U.S. industrial company, said in a 
statement late Wednesday that a special committee of outside 
directors which conducted the unusual corporate auction had 
unanimously rejected a SI 12 per share, or S25.4 billion offer from 
an investor group led by Nabisco's chief executive F. Ross 
Johnson.

ATT to take big charge against income 


NEW YORK (AP) — American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
(ATT) said Thursday it will take a $6.7 billion charge a^ist its 
fourth-quarter earnings to cover expenses related to getting rid of 
outdated telephone equipment. ATT said the charge would reduce 
its profits by S3.9 billion, resulting in a loss for the year, but would 
not "adversely affect our ability to pay diridends and continue 
investing in the business.” The bulk of the charge, $5 billion, is to 
reflect on the books the lower value of outdated network 
equipment. The remaining $1.7 billion is for the costs of removing 
the outdated equipment, writedowns in the value of related 
equipment and reductions in employment.

Thursday that Denver will make a formal bid for the 1998 Winter 
Games. Hie decision drew the endorsement of Colorado Gov. 
Roy Romer, Denver Mayor Federico Pena, House Majority 
Leader Chris Paulson and various business leaders. The 
announcement came after completion of u S12,(XX) feasibility 
study which indicated significant public support for hosting the 
1998 Winter Olympics in Denver: Denver previously was aw^ed 
the 1976 Winter Olympics, but Colorado residents, citing the cost 
to taxpayers and potential environmental damage, rejected the 
games in a 1972 vote. Tliose games subsequently were held in 
Innsbruck, Austria. A poll conducted on behalf of the committee 
indicated that 60 per cent of Colorado voters surveyed were in 
favour of hosting the 1998 Winter Olympics. Only 18 per cent 
were opposed, and 22 per cent were undecided. Eighty-five per 
cent of the respondents cited ecx>nomic benefits as the reason for 
their support of the Olympic bid. 

International matches in Iraq and Iran again 

ZURICH (AP) — FIFA, world soccer's governing body, decided 
Thursday to re-admit Iran and Iraq as venues for international 
competition once each government provides comprehensive 
safe^ guarantees. Iraq, backed by several Gulf states, had 
petitioned the international soccer federation for lifting the ban 
after its war adversary Iran agreed to a ceasefire last August. The 
ban was imposed in mid-1984. Under the ban, both countries have 
to move home games in international competition to neutral 
ground. Iran and Iraq ore due to compete in regional qualifying 
rounds for the 1990 World Cup starting Jan. 1. Iraq is one of the 
re^on's strongest soccer nations. Its national team qualified for 
the 1986 World Cup final round in Mexico and this year's Olympic 
soccer tournament. 

Hockey; aggressive players threaten insurance 

NEW YORK (R) — Lloyd's of London, the insurance company 
which holds the Nation Hockey League's (NHL) liability policy, 
has expressed concern about public threats by players to injure 
each other. Lloyd's warned the NHL players union that continued 
threats of deliberate injury could jeopardise the league's insur- 
ance policy which covers accidental injuries and disability, the 
New York Times reported Thursday. “The head of the underwrit- 
ing group called me," he said. “When they call it shows a lot of 
concern." “They're asking us to keep the players quiet," said 
Eagleson. who said the insurance company had paid about six 
million dollars in claims over the past 10 years. 

Released Molson aims at self-respect

■LONDON (R) — Sports Minister 
Colin Moynihan on Thursday 
appe^ed to thd rest of the world 
to follow Britain's lead in the war 
on drug abuse in sport. 

Moynihan threw his support 
behind the continuing policy of 
random dope tests and British 
propo^ to crack down on deal- 
ers and users of anabolic steroids. 

But he insisted: "We can't do 
it in isolation." 

“We're tackling the problem at 
home but at the same time we 
must make sure there's also inter- 
national action being taken," he 
said after making a tour of one of 
the world's leading drug-testing 
laboratories in London. 

Pl ans to make improper pos- 
session of steroids a crime in 
Britain are currently being consi- 
dered by the government and 
could become law next year. The 
move would make Britain the 
only nation to legislate against 
steroids. 

Moynihan said: "The Home 
Office has considered banning 
the possession of anabolic ster- 
oids without a proper medical 
prescription to stop trafficking." 

My visit here has endorsed my 
view that the government is right 
to take fonnal legal action for 
possession of steroids. 

“I regard this as a significant 
breakthrough against the use of 
drugs in sport. We're tackling 
right at the heart of the steroids 
problem." 

He also called for more nations 
to adopt random testing through- 
out the year. “It's not the number 
of samples — it's the random 
nature of drug testing that is the 
deterrent," he said. 

“Random testing allows the 
samples officer to turn up at the 
running track or the gymnasium. 
That's the real deterrent." 

Moynihan witnessed one posi- 
tive test as he toured the latora- 
lory, which boats equipment 
which he said was “as good as and 
sometimes better than that used 
in Seoul for the Olympic games." 

Moyiuham added: “It's clear 
there's a serious problem of drug 
abuse in spon both imemational- 
ly and in this country." 

The minister said one in 50* 
samples tested positive at the 
laboratory, which handles around 
4,000 tests a year on British and 
overseas competitors. 

“We’ve made a good start but 
we've got a long way to go," 
Moynihan said. “But tough ac- 
tion continues to be needed by 
governing bodies to tackle this 
problem." 

The laboratory, part of Lon- 
don's King College, tests samples 
for around 260 national gov- 
erning bodies, costs around 
S600,^ a year to run and is 
staffed by an international team.

Going into the match. Lendl 
was 5-0 against Hlasek and has 
won the Masters three straight 
times and reached the final eight 
times in a row. 

But after falling behind 4-2 in 
the final set. Hlasek rallied to 
break Lendl twice and win the 
match. 

“It seems I always win in the 
third set this year." said Hlasek. 
who moved to Switzerland from 
his native Czechoslovakia when 
he was three years old. “Even 
when I was down. 1 really thought 
I'd win." 

He smashed a tennis ball high 
into the Madison Square Garden 
crowd after his resounding 
triumph. 

Lendl, who has seen limited 
action since undergoing shoulder 
surgery following the U.S. Open, 
said he blew several opportunities 
to put Hlasek away. 

“I should have beaten him like 
I did at the U.S. Open," said 
Lendl who beat Hlasek in four 
sets in the founh round at 
Flushing Meadow." 

"It should have been 6-3, 6-3 
and I should be in the bathtub 
watching the hockey game," be 
said. “I had so many easy chances 
and I didn't take advantage of 
them.” 

Under the round-robin format, 
Lendl still has a chance to reach 
the semifinals. 

“With a little bit of luck, 1 can 
make it," he said. “1 just have to 
win some of these close 
matches." 

Earlier, fifth-seeded Stefan 
Edberg kept alive bis title hopes 
with a 7-6 (7-5). 3-6, 6-4 victory 
over no. 5 Boris Becker in a 
repeat of their Wimbledon final. 

Top-seeded Macs Wilander de- 
feated Henri Leconte 6-2. 6-4 in 
the final match of the night. 

A loss to Becker, who beat 
Wilander Wednesday night.

MOSCOW (Agencies) — Chinese 
Foreign Minister Qian Qichen met 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 


the Kre mlin Friday, the second day 
of Qian’s visit to Moscow, TASS 
news agency said. 


The brief report gave no details 
of their talks. 

On Thursday. Qian and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
v^nadze agreed to promote a 
solution to the Kampuchean con- 
flict. 

Their meeting in Moscow was 
the first in three decades between 
the foreign ministers of the 
world's two most powerful com- 
munist states and the two men 
said they were opening a new era 
in Soviet-Chinese relations. 

In their tirst meeting Thursday. 
Shevardnadze and ^an spent 
much of their time discussing the 
dispute over Kampuchea, and 
diey sec up a special working 
group. TASS said. 

“*niey held a thorough, sub- 
stantive exchange of views that 
enabled each side fully to present 
its position." TASS said. "The 
Soviet Union and China are in- 
terested in the earliest, fair and 
rational solution of that regional 
conflict." 

TASS quoted the Vietnamese 
Defence Ministry as announcing 
in Hanoi that 18,000 Vietnamese 
soldiers would be withdrawn 
from Kampuchea between Dec. 
15 to Dec. 21. the last of 50.000 
soldiers being withdrawn this 
year. 

China wants the Soviet Union 
to use its influence to get all 
Vietnamese soldiers out of Kam- 
puchea, where they have been 
hghring a Chinese-backed resist- 
ance for the past decade. The 
dispute has been the main stumb- 
ling block to a Soviet-Chinese 
summit. 

Soviet-Chinese relations 
soured in the early 1960s in a 
stniMle over the direction of the 
world communist movement. Re- 
lations reached a low point in 
1969 when they fought a brief 
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SHAMNAGAR, Bangladesh 
(AP) — A cyclone that fattened 
entire villages killed up to 1.200 
people in Bai^iadesh and India 
and left five million homeless, 
newspapers and oflkials said 
Friday. 

More than 3,000 people were 
missing, mostly ft^ermen who 
refused to abaindon their boats 
when the cyclone struck Tues- 
day night, according to an offi- 
cial of the Red Crescent society, 
the Muslim equivalent of the 
Red Cross. 

Thousands of cattle were kil- 
led, and vast expanses of rice 
paddies were devastated. 

In Shamnagar. a town of 
6,000 pe<^e in southwestern 
Bangladesh's Satkhira IKstrict, 
not a single boose could be seen 
standing. Residents said about 
10 people in Shamuagar died in 
the storm that flattened their 
mud and straw houses. 

"I have lost everything — 


my homes, my crops, my cat- e 
lie," said Ahmed Ali, who 
found refuge with his wife and 
five children in a sturdier 
school building. 

As tears rolled down his 
bearded face, the 45-year-old 
farmer added: **Tfaere is no 
future for me and my family." 

From Khulna 60 kilometres 
east to Shamnagar, village after 
village lay in mins. Rarely were 
trees visible against the skyline. 
Hundreds of palms lay up- 
rooted on the ground.

ready for harvest," said Ram- 
zan Ali, a 45-year-old farmer in 
Taltala.

Falklands war veteran Seinel- 
din is a known sympathiser of 
cashiered Lieutenant-Colonel 
Aldo Rico, currently awaiting 
court martial for leading two un- 
successful army uprisings in 
April. 1987 and January this year. 

Two weeks ago Caridi vetoed 
Seineldin's promotion to briga- 
dier general and recommended 
he be relieved of active dutv for a 


year. 

Olivera said that 48 hours ear- 
lier Seineldin had returned to 
Argentina from Panama where 
he was a military adviser to the 
government.

Parliament adopts Gorbachev reforms 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Parliament adopted President 
Mikhail Gorbachev's overhaul of 
the nation's political structure 
Hiursday in a nearly unanimous 
vote after he apologised for in- 
adequately explaining the prop- 
osal when it was introduced five 
weeks ago. 

Five deputies in the 1,50U- 
member Supreme Soviet, or par- 
liament. voted against the pack- 
age of constitutional amend- 
ments. which give more power to 
the president and provide for 


indirect election of the president 
and lawmakers. 

While greater opposition had 
been expected after depuiie.s re- 
quested numerous changes in the 
complex package, the handful of 
negative votes were a rarity in the 
Supreme Soviet, which has duti- 
fully rubber-stamped the wishes 
of the Kremlin leadership for 
decades. 

Gorbachev told the deputies a 
storm of controversy over the 
reform p,ickage. — including 
250.000 letters to the Kremlin — 


could have been prevented, and 
he took the blame. 

"We did not care about ex- 
plaining the essence, the mean- 
ing" of the changes. Gorbachev 
said. "The centre was just follow- 
ing the old practice, thinking, 
well, they would get used to it." 

“That i.s why I reiterate all of us 
arc now learning our lessons. All 
of us arc in a .school of democra- 


cy, and wc should be good pupils 
in that school," Gorbachev said. 


Soviet newspapers first pub- 
lished the draft language of the 


complex revisions in 117 articles 
of the constitution and election 
law in late October. The changes 
were not explained at the time, 
nor w*as it clear who wTOte them. 

Many elements were not 
understood right away," Gor- 
bachev said. 

The president also said the 
revised constitution was tempor- 
ary. as further changes would 
respond to demands that local 
government councils be given 
stronger powers over Moscow 
ministries

16. during a demonstration by Croutiaas demanding 
independence For Croatia. Tokic is recovering in hospital after 
being hit in the neck by a shot fired from within the consulate- 
grounds. Yugoslav officials claim the wound was caused by a 
Ricochet.

The 
car was owned by the African National Congress I ANC). the main 
guerrilla-backed movement fighting the whitc-lcd government in 
South Africa. One .ANC member was killed and another injured.

BERLIN (AP) — East German leader Erich Honecker will step 
down in 1990 after ruling the communist n.ition for 19 years, n 
newspaper reported Thursday. The Bonn-based Die Well news- 
paper said the decision was made during a Thursday meeting of the 
party's Central Committee. The ne^^'spaper did not cite sources for 
its report. TTie state-run news agency .ADN m«*ide no mention of 
personnel changes, saying only that a planned party conference hud 
been moved up a year and would be held in May 199Q. The 
newspaper said Honecker would retire at the end of (he confer- 
ence. Die Welt said that in addition to Honecker. several ageing 
and powerful Politburo members would also step down, including 
the head of the state security forces and the party's chief ideologue. 


OAR ES S.ALA.AM (R) — Tanzania announced Thursday that it 
hus withdrawn the troops who were helping .Mozambique fight 
right-wing rebels. The Tanzanian troops, thought by Western 
diplomats to number several thousand, had helped defend the 
northern province of Zambeia since their deplovmcnt in 19S7. 
Several thousand Zimbabwean troops remain m Mozambique to 
defend the strategic road, railway and oil pipeline to Zimbabwe 
from the Mozambican port of Bcira. The Tanzanian pull-out w*js 
not announced in advance although it hud been rumoured since 
early November. Defence .Ministry spokesman Major Cuni Zongo 
told Reuters it was completed in November.
